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Kissinger faces flak

Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer is facing a growing barrage of 
questions about undercover U.S. oper- 
ations in Chile. This barrage is, in 
turn, raising some questions about his 
future, despite President Ford's ring- 
ing endorsement of him at the United 
Nations. 

The latest questions arose Thurs- 
day during a Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee hearing which had 
been scheduled only to hear the 
Secretary of State deliver an ex- 
position of U.S. foreign policy and 
detente. 

They were raised by congressional 
leaders who earlier had attended a 
morning meeting with President Ford

Japanese terrorists in freeing one of 
their arrested comrades by holding 
two West European governments to 
ransom was the subject of angry 
comment in Israel. 

Some Israelis pointed out that vic- 
tory in plane hijacking began in 1968 
when the Algerian Government of- 
fered asylum to three members of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (who had forced an Israeli 
airliner to land in Algiers) and de- 
tained both the plane and its Israeli 
male passengers for a number of 
days.

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Exposing

Mercury’s 


secrets

' Boston 

Once again the ancient and para- 
doxicai facé of the sun's innermost 
planet is swimming into the view of 
Mariner 10 as it returns to the strange" 
and cratered world of Mercury. 

When Mariner encountered Mer- 
cury for the first time in April, 
migsion scientists expected to find a 
relatively dull world. No atmosphere. 
No magnetic field, No radiation belts 
like those that ring the earth. To a 
degree they were wrong on all three 
counts. 

Instead, the spacecraft’s cameras 
and scientific instruments revealed a 
planet that is a peculiar cross be- 
tween the Earth and the moon. For 
Mercury appears to be an earth-like 
core wrapped in a face that 15 extraor- 
dinarily like the moon's. 


Busy scientists 

Since the first flyby, scientists have 
been busy analyzing the 25 percent of 
Mercury's surface that was photo- 
graphed and the reams of information 
gathered by the other instruments on 
board. Already they have come to 
some preliminary conclusions about 
Mercury's nature and history that 
have a bearing on Earth’s nature and 
past. They are preparing for the 
second encounter Sunday to clarify a 
few of their many questions. 


Price of food 
alters zoo menu

Cincinnati 

Humans are not the only ones 
having a tough time making ends 
meet at the dinner table. 

Zoo animals also have been hit hard 
by recent hikes in food prices. 

And the staff at the Cincinnati Zoo 
has had to pull many old favorites, off 
the daily menu. 

For instance, grapes are out. They 
are too expensive, and many of the 
birds now get raisins. Lizards and 
salamanders are suffering from a $1 
increase in the cost of a thousand 
crickets, while dried files have be- 
come an import item. 

“If the average housewife thinks 
prices are high, she should see what 
we have to go through when we go to 
the foodstore,”’ said Ed Maruska, 
director of the zop. 

He said food costs at the 200 have 
been rising $10,000 to $15,000 each 
year for the last five years and now 
have reached about $100,000. 

Horse meat was selling for about 20 
cents a pound when Mr. Maruska 
came with the zoo 12 years ago. Nowit 
is selling for 57 cents. 
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From Mercury, the sun — six times 
the size of the sun seen from Barth — 
rises over & landscape of hills and 
valleys, craters, and plains. 

From those ‘surfdes features plan- 
etologists are attempting to decipher 
Mercury's past, In the latest sum- 
mary to date, scientists analyzing 
Mariner's reported that the 
planet’s history appears “remark- 
ably similar” to what scientists feel 
happened to the Moon. 

Around 5 billion years ago, huge 
meteorites fellon Mercury, the Moon, 
and Mars like rain. The largest of 
these formed huge basins and as the 
bombardment tapered off, a period of 
widespread voleanic activity set in. 
Then, the glant basins were filled with 
molten rock. This formed plains sim- 
ilar to the seas or maria on the Moon. 

Mariner's photos ‘have confirmed 
earlier radaz': indications that the 
material which | covers Mercury's sur- 
face closely. resembles the light- 
weight material on the Moon. But 
because the planet is much heavier 
for its size than either the Earth or 
Moon, scientists believe its core must 
be very dense. This could only be the 
case, acientiats think, if early in its 
history Mercury went through 2 pe- 
riod of widespread melting.- At that 
time, the heavier materials would 
have sunk toward the center and the 
lghter parts float to the surface like 
dross. 


Unusual features 


Despite all the similarities, Mer- 
cury has some features without paral- 
16) on either the Moon or Mars. These 
are series of steep cliffs called scarps 
which girdle the planet, some thrust- 


- ing upward as high as 7,000 feet. 


Similar but eroded features have been 
identified on Harth.. Geologists feel 
that on Harth, the scarps were formed 
when the planet began to cool — the 
core of the planet shrinking more than 
the crust. This would, in turn, force up 
the ridges or scarps. 

_ Because of erosion; it is impossible 
to tell when these scarps formed on 


. earth. But by ancient. crater’s that dot 


the ridges on Mercury, the Mariner 
team feels they must be between 4 
billion and 44 billion years old. 


One of the most confounding of the 
discoveries to come from the first 
brush with Mercury was proof that it 
is surrounded by a“magnetic enve- 
lope, similar to but Hiuch weaker than 
the one that protects Earth. Neither 
the moon, Mars, nor Venus has one. 

Althgugh the‘ details of how the 
Earth! generates its magnetic field 
are still ‘sketchy, ἃ molten and iron- 
rich coré and a fairly fast rotation are 
thought essential. Because Mercury 
turns slowly, scientists had dis- 


' counted the pdasibility that the inner 


planet would have such ἃ field. 


Frozen magnetism? 


According to Dr. Norman Β΄. Ness 
and his colleagues from the Goddard 
Space Flight Center in Greenbelt, 
Md., who are running Mariner’s mag- 
netic detector, information from the 
first flyby could determine little more 
than the fact that Mercury is indeed 
surrounded by one of these fields. 

Although they cannot determine the 
nature or origin of this field, scientists 
speculate that it could be left over 
from a time when Mercury spun fast 
enough to generate such a field. As 
the planet cooled and slowed, some 
magnetism could have been frozen 
inside.

The British general election set for 
Oct. 10 is even less welcome in Britain 
than the last one seven months ago. 

But Ireland, North and South, looks 
forward to the vote. Irishmen hope it 
will end many economic and political 
uncertainties — one way or the other. 

Like the February election, the 
October election is forced on a reluc- 
tant British people by mounting eco- 
nomic difficulties and by a political 
stalemate. There is concern in Britain 
that these problems could develop 
into serious class conflict as both 
sides begin to recruit their own 
private vigilante groups. 

As in February, neither major 
party commands sufficient voting 
strength in Parliament to force 
through legislation it considers essen- 
tial for dealing with the economy. Any 
hope of changing this stalemate sttu- 
ation would generate real British 
enthusiasm for the election. But most 
consider continued stalemate likely. 


Costly for both sides 

Trishmen are aware of this. But 
both Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Republic have found seven months 
with a minority Labour government 
in London tremendously costly. Nei- 
ther part of Ireland can affford to 
carry on with the present situation 
much longer, and neither part feels 
any other British outcome could wor- 
sen the situation. 

Economically, the relatively small 
and inflexible Northern Ireland and 
Trish Republic economies are the first 
to suffer whenever inflation and re- 
cession cut into their main market 
and supplier, Great Britain. This 
traditional economic relationship has 
been complicated during the past two 
years by Britain and Ireland joining 
the European Common Market.

The Native Plant Law went into 
effect July 1, 1972. In its first 12 
months, 27 violators were arrested 
and all were convicted and fined. In 
the second ear, ending June 80, 1974, 
there were 38 arrests. Again, all were 
convicted and two served seven-day 
jail sentences while the rest were 
fined. 

Tn addition to their other duties, Mr. 
Countryman and his staff estimate 
the value of cacti that must be 
removed from right-of-way for new 
highways and electric transmission 
lines. Recently they surveyed the 
cacti on a long right-of-way from a 
generating plant in northwest New 
Mexico to Tucson. It lies mostly 
across land owned by the state of 
Arizona. The cacti thereon added 
$80,000 to the check from the Tucson 
utility, which was in turn added to the 
state’s school fund.

The Watergate special prosecutor's 
office has asked the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to serve a subpoena of 
former President Richard M. Nixon for 
the Watergate cover-up trial, but there 
is no indication of when the subpoena 
wilt be served or why. writes Louise 
Sweeney, Monitor correspondent.

The special prosecutor's office said 
the subpoena had been issued “last 
night" (Wednesday night) but that “we 
don't know i it's been served,” adding 
that only the FBI could answer that. 

The FBI. which hac conducted the 
majority of the investigations done for 
the special prosecutor's office. refused 
to comment on when the subpoena 
had been issued or served. An FBI 
spokesman did say he thought such a 
subpoena would be served by an agent 
from the Los Angeles area; Mr. Nixon is 
in seclusion, amid reports of ill health, 
in his estate at San Clemente, near Los 
Angeles. 

The FBI has been asked to deliver 
the subpoena to Mr. Nixon because of 
its liaison with the Secret Service, 
which continues to protect the former 
chief executive.

Consumer-agency 
filibuster unbroken

The proposed agency for consumer 
advocacy fell two votes short Thursday 
of the two-thirds majority of those 
present and voting needed to overturn 
a Senate filrbuster ongoing for the last 
two months. writes Monitor 
corréspondent Lucia Mouat. 

Proponents of the bill won two 
important crossovers in their bid for 
cloture: Sen. George D. Aiken (R) of 
Vermont and Sen. Ted Steveris (R) of 
Alasha. The vote marked the fourth and 
finat effort to break the filibuster, a 
parliamentary maneuver which bill 
proponents had continuously put down 
as unfair. 

Sen. Jacob k. Javits (R) of New 
York. one of the chief sponsors of the 
bill, said shortly before the vote that it 
was a test “not for the bill but for the 
Senate. . . a test of whether one-third 
of the Senate can decide whether we 
shall leg'siate or not legislate. Sixty- 
four Senators out of 100 want this bill.’ 


Sen. Charles H. Percy (R) of Illinois, 
another key sponsor atiributed the 
opposition, shortly before the vote, to 
“one of the most powerful, lavishly 
financed lobbying efforts I've seen in 
my eign: years in the Senate." He 
mentioned that some of his former 
colleagues had had the “audacity” to 
call him on the morning of the vote as 
one of the principal sponsors to urge 
him to vote against the measure. He 
paid tribute to the “enlightened 
businessmen” who had come over on 
the proponents’ side.

And 
the President on this occasion and in 
his address to the United Nations 
Assembly Wednesday expressed full 
suppart for Dr. Kissinger. 

In his capacity as head of the 
National Security Council and chair-

covert as well as overt foreign policy. 

Senator Church took the lead in 
questioning the Secretary of State 
before the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee Thursday. He said the prin- 
ciples of foreign policy outlined by the 
Secretary and his wish to work out 
problems with the Soviet Union had a 
“hollow ring" in the light of “‘unfet- 
tered covert intervention by the 
United States in Chile.”’ 


Colby testimony 

Dr. Kissinger indicated he had not 
yet read the testimony given by CIA 
Director William ΕΣ, Colby which was 
leaked from a congressional com- 
mittee and which has stirred much of 
the current controversy. But he added 
that he would be glad to testify on the 
subject before Congress “at any 
time.” 

Sen. J. W. Fulbright, chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, 


came to Dr. Kissinger's defense by 
asserting that the Chile affair was not 
germane to the subject of detente 
before the committee. 

To this Senator Church objected, 
demanding to know how the Secretary 
could support moral principles in 
foreign relations ‘‘when we go into 
Chile in the way we did."" 


CIA defended 


Dr. Kissinger defended ΟἿΑ inter- 
vention on the grounds that although 
President Allende won an election in 
Chile, only 37 percent of those eligible 
to vote turned out. ''Then,"' said Dr.

of the most destructive insects. Meth- 
ods to control mosquitoes, weevils, 
gypsy moths, houseflies, Japanese 
beeties, and the beetle that spreads 
. Dutch elm disease, among others, are 
being intensively studied and tested. 
The ‘basic philosophy of the new 
approach is not eradication, but bal- 
ance. The only way this balance can 
be achieved in the pest-prone environ- 
ment of modern, intensive agriculture 
is to understand the behavior and 
chemistry of each insect pest, scien- 
tists agree. From this knowledge the 
most effective ‘and least harmful) 
methods of control can be developed. 


‘Pest management’ 

Lumping these new approaches 
with judicious doses of more tradi- 
tional pesticides is now being called 
“integrated pest management."" 

“The object of this research is to 
develop safer methods to contro! 
insect populations," says Dr. Andrew 
C. Terranova of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. “ΒΥ basing these ona 
knowledge of the insect, it should be 
possible to develop pesticides to 
which the insect cannot build up a 
resistance." Ξ 

One of the most developed of these 
new methods is based on the chem- 
icals that regulate the growth of. 
mosquito larvae. A ‘slight modi- 
fication of this substance when 
sprayed in minute amounts keeps the 
young mosquitos from growing into 
adults. It is the first insecticide of this 
type to obtain an experimental permit 
from the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) for use on crops. It has 
been successfully tested in California 
and in the southern United States, 


Boll weevil damage 


Another insect pest being studied is 
the boll weevil, ἃ notortous cotton pest 
that does between $200 million and 
$300 million in damages a-year. The 
male weevil gives off a combination 


of four closely related chemicals to 
attract females. These have been 
tested since 1969 but with only limited 
success because of the habits of the 
weevil. 

But now Agriculture Department 
chemists are exploring what may 
prove to be a better approach. Only 
one egg is normally laid in each cotton 
bud and the government researchers 
think they have discovered the chem- 
ical scent that the female weevil 
leaves which keeps other females 
from laying their eggs in the same 
bud. If this is so, smail amounts of this 
chemical sprayed on a field could 
reduce the damage significantly. 


Insect lures 

A more promising use of chemical 
insect lures is undergoing testa in 
Detroit. The object of this program is 
the elm bark beetle that spreads 
Dutch elm disease. This has killed 
more than 10 million of America's 
favorite shade trees. 

Dr. William E. Gore, a scientist 


from the State University of New 
York in Syracuse, is part of a scien- 
tific team that has isolated the three 
chemicals that attract the beetles toa 
weakened tree in order to breed. 

Imperceptible amounts of these 
aromatic and apparently nontoxic 
chemicals will attract flying beetles 
from as far as several miles away, 
says Dr. Gore. The beetles have been 
caught by the thousands in traps 
baited with this lure. 


The ‘confusion technique’ 

Besides trapping, there is another 
way: Spray an entire infested area 
during the mating season. Because of 
the false scent, it is more difficult for 
males and females to find each other. 

This approach is being used in the 
forests of Pennsylvannia as a method 
for combating the oak leaf roller. This 
insect has destroyed oak trees valued 
at $70 million. - 

The “confusion technique,” as this 
is called, is best applied to large 
regions such as forests, say research- 


ers. In a smaller area, an orchard for 
example, a chemical lure could at- 
tract so many outside insects that !ts 
effect would be canceled. : 
Variants used : 

To get around this probiém, Agri 
culture Department chemists in Ya- 
kima, Wash., have made a slight 
variant to the chemical that attracts 
the coddling moth, which causes 
major losses in the yearly apple crops 
in that state. This variant apparently 
makes it impossible for the male to 
“smell” the chemical lure given off 


. by the female. But exactly how this 


works is not yet understood, reports 
Dr. L. M. McDonough, the scientist 
who developed the chemical. 

Further in the future are the use of 
microbes, various fungi, and viruses 
to combat unwanted insects. Of these, 
virus insecticides are receiving the 
most attention at the moment. They 
have the advantage over chemicals 
because they occur naturally and are 
apparently harmless to all but a 
single species.

Another’ equally spectacular building is the recently 
completed Federal Reserve Bank of Minneapolis, de- 
signed by Gunnar Birkerts. Hung above a 214-acre' public 
plaza, the bank has a 275-foot column-free span. Cables 
60 feet apart support its mirrorglass facades. Two 
massive 26-foot-deep trusses run along the top expanse of 
the building. Supporting pylons at either end carry the 
cables and trusses in a careful, beautiful expression of 
engineering. 

Not so careful, nor quite so beautiful, is the plaza below 
~ somehow too aloof from the street. Assorted sculpture 
by such artists as Charles Perry fails to redeem this arid 
expanse. But the absence of columns inside the bank is a 
concept of enormous potential value. 

Soon to be finished is yet a third structure that boggies 
the mind. But what a beauty! The Hennepin County 
Government Center was designed by the San Francisco 
office of John Carl Warnecke & Associates, with Clifford 
Morse as project director and Edward Tower as project 
designer. Two 24-story towers, containing administrative 
offices, and district and municipal courts, are separated 
by a 60-foot-wide space. Seven bridges at various levels 
connect the towers. The 24-story internalized space they 
cut through thus becomes the major component of the 


- design. 


A new breed 

Standing in the space or in the building, a visitor can 
take in the city at 4 glance. The old Romanesque City 
Hall/County Courthouse is one of the buildings that can 
be seen in the distance. i 

Away from the new buildings downtown, Minneapolis 
remains a composite of neighborhoods, each seeking to 
retain an individual identity. The Northeast Community. 
largest of the city’s 10 areas, is a potpourri of the period 
of early settlement that attracted Polish, Dutch, Ger- 
man, Austrian, and Scandinavian workers to the mills. 

This community is the home of Mayor Albert Hofstede. 
who is one of a new breed of city administrators around 
the U.S. 

“He says he started out as a door-to-door salesman for 
urban renewal. Unmarried and living with his mother 
and retired teamster father, Mr. Hofstede is an 
unpretentious, plain-spoken urbanist. 

‘“] nave said that someone has to stir the cauldron of 
competing forces to keep it from boiling over," the 
Mayor commented. ‘‘To do that, you have to be... a 
bridge ... which is what I’m trying to be — a bridge 
between the forces at work in our neighborhoods, in the 
city as a whole, and those which affect the region.” 

In an area that includes 135 separate municipalities. 
Mayor Hofstede has his work cut ouf for him. 

But if a city reflects the creative intentions and best 
instincts of its people, Minneapolis today ig rich in 
potential. Civic confidence is raising ἃ. people-oriented 
architecture and a spectacular urban image.

Minneapolis 


Once there was a 12-yearold boy 
living here in Minneapolis who knew 
something about art. 

The something he knew was, sim- 
ply, that he wanted, maybe even 
needed, to know more. This is why, 
for a couple οὗ summers, it had been 
arranged for him to take courses at 
the Minneapolis Institute of Arts. 

Doing so, he found out about the 
famous New York architects, McKim, 
Mead, and White, who, about 1915, 
had created the institute's classic- 
revival building, a mile or so south of 
the center of town, its dignified, 
eclumned entrance looking out on 
Washburn Fair Oaks Park. 

Inside, big bronzes, Japanese wood- 
block prints, restored rooms from the 
resplendent past of England and 
France — these became images im- 
printed on that impressionable young 
mind. 

And outside, those columns, which 
then seemed so-o-o big, became a 
compulsive presence. 

For the 12-year-old boy, for reasons 
he still can't quite comprehend, 
couldn't keep away from them, 
couldn't stop walking around them, 
and refused to enter the institute any 
other way. 

There were even days when, to take 
in the full effect, he would first walk 
all the way to the other side of 
Washburn Park, around which big old 
houses were ranged, and just stand 
there looking at the columns through 
the trees. 

Then all of a sudden, he would run 
as fast as he could, clutching a sketch 
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Aerial view of new Minneapolis Society of Fine Arts Park 


pad, straight through the park on an 
axis with the entrance, up the stately 
stairs, and into. the building. 

People probably wondered what 
possessed him. His instructors cer- 
tainly did, trying to figure out why the 
boy always arrived out of breath. 


Very personal reason 

There is a very personal and, for 
me, poignant reason for telling you 
about the new Fine Arts Park which 
has been created around McKim, 
Mead, and White's old institute build- 
ing. 

It all came back, recently, when I 
realized that I would be writing about 
this eight-year-long, $26 million proj- 
ect as I begin my fourth autumn in 
these pages and, by way of celebra- 
tion a couple of months ago, I walked 
all the way to the other side of 
Washburn Park, ran as fast as I 
could, along the same axis, toward 
the same columns, when it hit me — 
“This is where you came in, you 
columnist, you.” 

About the Fine Arts Park, which 
officially opens Oct. 6, there is a 
communion achieved here, by way of 
architecture, between the programs 
and people of the three organizations 
which make up the Minneapolis 
Society of Fine Arts — the Insttute of 
Arts, the Minneapolis College of Art 
and Design, and the Children’s The- 
ater Company and Theater School. 

Designed by Kenzo Tange of Japan, 
in association with the Minneapolis 
firm of Parker/Klein Associates, a 
communion with the urban context 
has also been achieved, creating a 
sense of cultural invitation which will 
have people running through Wash- 
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Fine Arts Park

In his first completed work in the 
United States, Mr. Tange has akill- 
fully compressed his sweeping sensi- 
tivity to urban and regional form into 
a composite of functional, deftly de- 
tailed buildings which, while pre- 
serving the identity and serving the 
distinct needs of the three organiza- 
tions housed here, also established 2 
close-woven, convenient proximity. 

Planes of structure, volumes of 
space, both obedient to an overall 
coordinate system slide in and out, up 
and down one another — thus setting 
up sensory as well as physical inter- 
action. 

This expresses the essential pur- 
pose of this architecture as, more 
than material object, an integrative 
process. For the reality and validity 
of a work — be ita single structure or, 
consistent with Mr. Tange's personal 
priority, the structure of whole cities 
— are determined by depth of human 
response, the extent of use, the mean- 
ing people draw from being proxi- 
mate to the process. 

Here, folding into, out of, and 
around a sequence of courtlike 
spaces, architecture becomes a way 
of seeing integrative forces and feel- 
ings in motion, at the same time 
accommodating the practical, di- 
verse needs of the programs being 
served. Indeed, it is a kind of motion 
which impels our recognition, insists 
on our inclusion in it, depending on 
both if the integration is to be truly 
complete. 

I think back to those columns on the 
old classic facade of the institute, now 
restored and set off by the quiet, clean 
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remain, but what 


new surfaces of white glazed brick — 
those columns, too, needed com- 
prehension to be complete. 

Emotion, experience, encounter — 
these unweighables weigh the col- 
urans of the material world. And to 
the extent that they are given room to 
do the work, culture evolves. 

Aptly, the Fine Arts Park is such a 
room, a metaphorical enclosure for a 
wide variety of individual and cooper- 
ative pursuits. 

The tactile, textured, and leaty 


grain of the surrounding neighbor- . 


hood is enhanced, not eroded, by the 
simplicity of the new structures. 
There is contrast without clash, 


beginning with the old facade itself, . 


which is set off on either side by glass- 
enclosed interior spaces acting as 
gentle gestures of transition between 
classiz and contemporary com- 
ponents. 


Two wings added . 

The original institute, carefully 
remodeled, has been extended south- 
ward with two new wings, doubling its 
space; inside, subtle interior design 
and exhibition features by Massima 
and Elena Vignelli, masters of min- 
imalist splendor, bear quiet, func- 
tional witness to the old order, serving 
expanded needs. 

Immediately south of the institute’s 
new eastern flank is a bridgelike link 
in the form of a lobby to the in- 
novative children’s theater and 
school. It is a link between both to the 
internalized, outdoor courtyard and, 
with a restaurant upstairs on the third 
and fourth levels, stil] another dimen- 
sion of use is introduced. 

Across the courtyard, just to the 
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southwest, the College of Art and 
Design. completed earlier and in 
operation about a year, contains four 
levels of studio space — a virtual 
poem to integrative process in which 
a lot of lively reading goes on between 
space structural lines. 

The unique demands of each dis- 
cipline are fully and flexibly served 
but, from almost every vantage point 
of the college. space moves, vision is 
drawn into parts of the building, 
outside and, again, inside of the 
institute and, again, through it to the 
north for glimpses of the neighbor- 
hood and downtown beyond. 

Concepts are thus modulated as 
space is, with a momentum toward 
understanding the elements which 
connect, rather than divide, human 
life. 

The student of sculpture, starting 
out, is drawn into the working reality 
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of the museum where, maybe, he will 
ene day display his work; and the 
student of design. in any dimension, 
had better know he is working in, and 
of, an example against which to test 
his own development. 

Here is a place of potentiality as 
spatial sinews allow the senses to 
stretch. 

For me, I must admit, in this off- 
guarded moment, that Fine Arts Park 
is an architectural remembrance of 
things past and, but that very archi- 
tectural token, a remembrance of 
things future as the trees, across from 
my favorite columns in Washburn 
Park, turn the colors of cultural 
change.

Don't we all think spring 
with tulips? The Darwins, 
Breeders, and Cottage tu- 
lips planted this autumn 
provide masses of color 
early the next year. But we 
are missing a lot if we'stick 
only to these regulars, 
lovely as they are. The 
Tulip Pageant can have 
many unusual and exciting - 
acts. and scenes on the 
spring stage. 

Earliest of all are the 
Species tulips. Interesting 
and different, some of 
them don't look like tulips 
at all. Among them, Acu- 
minates, the Spider Tulip, 
is long and narrow, prim- 
rose yellow streaked with 
orange-red, the petals ta- 
pering to threadlike points. 

Clusiana, the Lady or 
Candlestick Tulip, is slen- 
der and cup-shaped like a 
parfait goblet. Looking like 
an Asia Minor wildfower, 
its pointed petals are 
white, flamed cherry-rose, 
with a violet-blue base. 


Multiple blooms 


Turkestania, truly mul- 
tiflowered with five to nine 
blooms clustered on each 
stem, is a creamy white 
six-pointed star with a yel- 
low center and on the out- 
side a green and bronzy 
flush. Tulip Hager, on the 
other hand, will remind 
you of Oriental poppies. 

The flowers, abundantly 
borne on eight-inch stems, 
are globular, a dark crim- 
son-scarlet with black cen- 
ters rimmed with gold, the 
petals shaded outside in 
copper-red. 

The Kaufmanniane vari- 
eties are many, each dif- 
ferent. Earliest of all, 
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apricot. Stresa is a rich 
golden yellow with flame 
markings cm the outside of 
each, wide petal and, in- 
side, deep gold with red 
markings at the base. 

Most of the Kaufmanns 
are rosy on the backsides 
of their petals. 


Long-lasting plants 

The Species tulips bloom 
in late March and early 
April and are from eight to 
12 inches high. Once plan- 
ted they can be left in the 
ground where they will 
bioom and increase 
through the years. 

Better known, yet so un- 
usual they should be in- 
eluded with tulip plantings, 
are the Parrots, the 
Fringed, and the Lily 
Flowering. The Parrots, in 
wonderful rich colors, are 
loosely cup-shaped, infor- 
mal, with shirred and rip- 
pled petals, here and there 
splashed in green. 


Fine for patios 

The Fringed are smooth- 
petaled but very decora- 
tive, with each petal edged 
on top with a lacy fringe. 
The Lily Flowering are tall 
slender goblets with long 
pointed petals curving 
slightly outward, an effect 
of grace and elegance. All 
three make fine cut flow- 
ers. 

In recent years a class of 
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Sunburst of colors for spring 
Tulip troupe’s unusual performers 


tulip has been developed 
that produces three or 
more on a stem. Called 
Bouquet or Bunch-Flower- 
ing, they come in many 
shades and tones including 
lavender and bronze. 

May flowering and very 
sturdy, they make a lovely 


. planting in the border or 


are fine on your patio or 
terrace in pots. planters, 
and boxes: from a few 
bulbs you can have a mass 
of colorful flowers. 

The Greigii is a little- 
known class of tulip. From 
the Orient this group, 
which produces huge flow- 
ers on strong stems 12 to 18 
inches, is remarkable for 
its broad leaves striped 
and spotted in purple. And 
if you have planted the 
famous Red Emperor, a 
Fosteriana Hybrid, you 
will be glad to know there 
is now an Orange Emperor 
and a White Emperor, as 
wellasa Pink anda Yellow 
Empress. 


Undertone of red 

A tulip that your friends 
will not take for a tulip is 
the Peony-Flowering or 
Double May-F lowering. 
The blooms are big, very 
double, with definitely a 
peony look. It comes into 
bloom just before the Dar- 
wins, is strong and hand- 
some, fine for cutting. 

Among them Eros is 
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sweet-scented, a clear old 
rose. Vincent Van Gogh, a 
beauty, has an undertone 
of red, passing to lilac, 
bordered in yellow and 
light yellow, like ἃ spash of 
colors on a Van Gogh can- 
vas. 

Yet another group very 
different are the Rem- 
brandts. 

Cup-shaped, somewhat 
informal, they look as If 
they were hand-painted, 
for the petals both inside 
and out are patterned and 
Streaked in contrasting 
tones and colors — reds on 
white, scarlets on yellow, 
cream on purple, and what 
have you — almost no two 
alike. 

So you see there are 
tulips and tulips. Whut a 
glorious pageant!

A comparative newcomer on the 
flourishing arts-and-crafts scene is 
the gentle art of calligraphy. Cal- 
ligraphy, which literally means 
“Beautiful Writing,”’ has been prac- 
ticed in the West since ancient times, 
and in the Oriental and Islamic 
traditions has played a central role in 
artistic expression.

In most instances one need only 
take a cursory glance at one’s own 
handwriting or that of one's friends to 
appreciate how drastically the art of 
handwriting has deteriorated. There 
is a small band of calligraphy en- 
thusiasts who deplore the demise of 
the italic hand, which they blame for 
the sorry state of contemporary pen- 


- manship, and are dedicated to its 


revival. One of its members, Louis 
Strick, explains the difference be- 
tween calligraphy and handwriting in 
the folowing way: ‘‘Calligraphy is to 
everyday handwriting as a carefully 
Peepered speech is to a casual conver- 
sation.” 

Mr. Strick is the director of the 
Pentalic Corporation, which sells 
italic pens and other writing mate-

believes to be the first calligraphy 
workshop in the country. He ex- 
perimented with a three-week course

Tracing its origins 

In these courses the students are 
taught the fundamentals of italic 
writing, the primary calligraphic 
hand which traces its origin back to 
the time of Charlemagne and found its 


. Most elegant expression during the 


renaissance in a style known as the 
chancery or humanistic cursive. The 
style not only embodied the essential 
calligraphic virtues of legibility and 
beauty but synthesized the prevailing 
Gothic and rotunda styles, the one 
spiky and dark and the other rounded 
and open like the architecture of 
medieval times.

Ford’s biunt talk 


President Ford has reasonably 
warned the Arab and other oil- 
producing nations: If you do not 
join in a global effort of coopera- 
tion on oil, food, and inflation, the 
result could be disaster for every- 
one. 

His tough address at the United 
Nations reflects Washington's 
concern about a possible world 
economic crisis brought on by high 
oil prices. The problem — far 
more dire than most Americans 
realize — centers on the $60 billion 
or so which the Middle East na- 
tions are amassing from their sale 
of oil. This surplus money threat- 
ens to undermine the international 
monetary system and upset the 
world economy. 

For a while it was thought that a 
“recycling"' of these funds — by 
loans to European banks, in- 
vestment in Western firms, and 
the like — could solve the prob- 
lem. But Mr. Ford's energy 
strategists now believe recycling 
is unmanageable. 


As an alternative, they have 
tried to bring down the price of oil. 
But to their understandable an- 
noyance OPEC, the oil producers 
cartel, has just boosted the price 
again — which means oil revenues 
will climb even more. 

The increases have no economic 
justification. In effect a small 
group of oil-producing nations is 
holding the rest of the world ran- 
som. Clearly the Arabs and Ira- 
nians have tasted power in the 
Middle East and they are not 
likely to let it go. 


‘No’ for Pan Am 


The White House was right in 
saying the Civil Aeronautics 
Board should reject, at least for 
the time being, Pan Am’s request 
for a $10.2-million monthly sub- 
sidy. 

To have granted a subsidy now, 
before all economy steps such as 
cutting back on unprofitable runs 
had been explored, would have 
been premature. 

It would have signaled to the 
business community, whom the 
administration has been trying to 
impress with its tight-money aus- 
terity program, that business and 
labor should press ahead with 
demands because if the going gets 
tough the government will bail the 
economy out with easier money 
and greater federal spending. 

In simple political terms a sub- 
sidy now would have seemed un- 
fair. To bail out a corporation 
when young family heads cannot 
find work to feed their families or 
housing they can afford, or when 
the retired cannot make ends meet 
on shrinking pensions, would have 
found littie public support. 

In saying ‘'no’’ to the Pan Am 
bid for a direct subsidy, Trans- 
portation Secretary Claude Brine- 
gar did not close the door to all aid. 
For the time being. the govern- 
ment will try to help Pan Am and 


In the face of this dilemma, Mr. 
Ford seems to have served notice 
that the U.S. will not be pushed 
around indefinitely. Warning the 
oil producers against burdening 
consuming nations with restric- 
tions on output and arbitrary 
prices. he offered America’s coop- 
eration in providing food in return 
for cooperationover oil. ~ 

Precisely how the oil-producing 
nations should cooperate was not 
spelled out. But — aside from 
lowering ‘prices — they could 
make a substantial contribution to 
Mr. Ford’s three-point food pro- 
gram to help needy nations. The 
heart of this program is to boost 
technical assistance to the poor 
countries to stimulate their own 
farm development. This is per- 
haps the single most hopeful solu- 
tion to the food supply problem. 

For these undeveloped nations 
the policies of the oil-producing 
countries have been shattering. 
Because of the high cost of oil, itis 
estimated they will be $1 billion to 
$2 billion short in their financing 
this year. If there is no relief for 
this, there will be a serious loss of 
economic growth. 

The President has sounded the 


᾿ alarm and posed the challenge. It 


is to be hoped that by the time 
the UN World Food Conference 
meets in Rome in November all 
nations of the world — the oil 
producers included — will be 
prepared to join in Mr. Ford's 
“global strategy for food and 
energy’ in the interests of world- 
wide economic stability as well as 
humanitarianism. 


its competitor TWA by seeking 
international passenger fare and 
mail-rate boosts, opposing foreign 
discrimination against American 
carriers, and promoting a ‘Fly 
U.S. Flag Airlines’ program for 
American travelers. 

In fairness to Pan Am, many of 
its problems are not of its own 
doing. The disastrous hike in fuel 
costs, and the drop in passengers 
which make the airline's fleet of 
747s so many jumbo white ele- 
phants, could not wholly have been 
anticipated. Pan Am competes in 
some areas with airlines subsi- 
dized by foreign governments. In 
time these governments may start 
to cut back on money-losing runs 
themselves, which could result in 
a more rational international air 
service system. 

Pan Am's immediate problem 
is to convince its bankers it is 
eredit-worthy enough for loans to 
meet operating expenses starting 
next month. The administration’s 
short-term plan for Pan Am aid 
may be a Sufficient hint that, as in 
the case of the $250 million federal 
loan guarantee extended to Lock- 
heed, the government will be a 
lender of last resort to key busi- 
nesses — after they have tightened 
their belts as much as everyone 
else.

Not only many Jews want to 
leave the Soviet Union. Other na- 
tionalities, too — Lithuanians, Ar- 
menians. Ukrainians — are repre- 
sented among those Soviet citizens 
trying hard to make their way to 
the West. 


Sexist cliches . 


“How about one of you gals 
taking the minutes of the meet- 
ing?"" 

If such lines don't grate on you, 
the new sensitivity to the language 
of sexism must have passed you 
by. 

Now one of the publishing in- 
dustry's largest companies, 
McGraw-Hill, has become one of 
the organizations making specific 
moves against sexist assumptions 
on the printed page. The firm has 
prepared exhaustive guidelines on 
phrasing, approach, and content 
to support equal treatment of the 

sexes in its nonfiction publica- 
tions. 

Reducing sexism in society's 
images ot actuality cannot help 
but foster and corroborate such 
reduction in actuality itself. But to 
achieve the larger goal will re- 
guire not only enlightened publish- 
ers but all the rest of us as well. 


Unfortunately, they command 
little world attention.

How many would leave if the 
doors were flung wide open is hard 
to estimate. But it is to be hoped 
the West does not forget these and 
other Soviet minorities as it urges 
the Kremlin to conform to civ- 
ilized international standards of 
free emigration.

For a parliamentary system

Writers have discussed the parlia- 
mentary system on this page recently 
in connection with Mr. Nixon's resig- 
nation under threat of impeachment. 

Should we change our form of 
government in light of Watergate? 

Brookings senior fellow James L. 
Sundquist would seem to say, yes. The 
danger, he thinks, is the untque power 
of the American chief executive to 
take action without consultation. This 
is true in no other English-speaking 
country. Even Russia has its Polit- 
buro. 

Mr. Ford may not attack Cuba, like 
Mr. Kennedy, nor make undeclared 
war on Cambodia, like Mr. Nixon, but 
he worried many by giving uncon- 
ditional pardon to Mr. Nixon before he 
was found guilty. 

Can't the presidency be ‘‘plural- 
ized"? asked Mr. Sundquist in the 
Brookings Bulletin, fall, 1973. He 
wrote: 

“The simplest device that might 
serve to introduce an element of 
collective judgment into thie exercise 
of executive power may be the one by 
which the executive in a parlia- 
mentary system is controlled."" 

The “parliamentary system" — 
variations of that mechanism run 
most of the successful democracies of 
the world, including Canada. They 
are different, of course, from the 
United States. Britain has a unitary 
and not a federated government; 
Canada has a federated government 
but has only one-tenth the U.S. popu- 
lation, though it is larger geographi- 
cally. 

But each of them has a collectivized 
executive subject to sharp legisiative 
curb. Ν 

“That is the device,"’ Mr. Sundquist 
explains, ‘‘of dismissal of a govern- 
ment through a parliamentary vote of 
no confidence which could be added to 
the American system by a simple 
constitutional amendment.”’ A 

Had Watergate been uncovered in 
Canada ( perhaps by direct question to 
the prime minister at the traditional 
weekly question time) it seems cer- 
tain to me that there would have been 
an immediate election. I believe this 
would have happened in any English-

speaking parliament. Just this spring 
the Canadian Government fell on a 
no-confidence vote with a new govern- 
ment installed in two months. Canada 
could have put Watergate behind it in 
two months probably, whereas the 
U.S. impeachment procedure took 
two years. 

One-man decision by the U.S. chief 
executive worries Mr. Sundquist: 
“No other democratic government 
leaves itself so vulnerable,” he says. 

But wouldn't the U.S. simply ex- 
change the risk of executive dictator- 
ship for legislative dictatorship, if 
Congress could oust a president by 
mere no-confidence vote? 

The frank answer is, yes, it might. 
We are not dealing in panaceas 
however. No system is perfect. And 
America won't swap its two-century- 
old system overnight in any case. 

But it is worthwhile to examine the 
safeguards that parliamentary gov- 
ernments apply to meet this very 
problem of restraining headstrong 
legislatures. They must use their 
authority sparingly.

president."’ Mr. Sundquist explains, 


“should be accompanied by. a re- 
straint also present in many parlia- 
mentary systems — the provision that 
the members of the legislature, if they 
vote no confidence, can also be forced 
to face a new election. In other words, 
senators and congressmen would 
have to submit their action to the 
approval of the voters. New terms for 
everyhody — the president and mem- 
bers of Congress — would begin with 
the new election.” 

The script runs as follows: if the 
president has to satisfy Congress (and 
hence the people) he must consult 
with leaders of Congress in the ex- 
ercise of his executive powers. To 
retain their confidence he must take 
them into his. Presumably he would 
share his power with them in collec- 
tivized judgment, in the Cabinet or 
elsewhere. The shared powers would 
be checked and balanced, as it were. 

Not likely, of course, in Washing- 
ton! But high time, nevertheless, to 
consider “'the fundamental danger of 
rash and corrupting decisions taken 
by a lone president.”""

In rejecting the transit bill, branded

The 
proposed modest help for gravely 
distressed big city transit was seen 
only as inflationary. . 

In speedily endorsing the $2 billion 
loan guarantee program, on the other 
hand, the sectional House majority 
acted to protect the personalinterests 
of a relatively few cattlemen. It didn't 
matter that thé action will keep meat 
prices inflated for all other Amer 
icans. a

from this, and certainly not much to 
be said constructively.

T came to Anierice from one of the 
“axis” countries in search of free- 
dom. My age was 22. I could not speak 
English, knew no one in the land, and 
had only $5 to my name when I landed 
in Chicago. a 

This was Easter Sunday, 1911. Five 
years later when I was not yet a 
United States citizen and America 
was at war with. the country of my 
birth I volunteered in the U.S. Army, 
was made a citizen by special act of 
Congress, and went overseas a3 an 
interpreter. With more than two years 
of service I obtained-an honorable 
discharge and again went to work to 
make a living. Going to-school eve- 
nings I worked my way into one of the 
honorable professions of the country. 

Now, nearing 86 and retired in the 
sunsHne of Florida, I have time to 
reminisce about many events that 
have swept over our land. 

I feel that an overwhelming number 
of Americans share my conclusion 
that our involvement in Vietnam was 
not a war in any legal sense. It was 
not a declared war and so nothing 
more than an unwarranted incursion 
into a friendly country. 

Had it not been for the dissenters, 
evaders, and deserters we might still 
be in the ‘‘business"’ of the slaughter 
in the far away arena on the other side 
of our globe. = 

Let's stop calling them cowards. It 


was easier by far to follow the crowd’ 


than to pull stakes and travel to a 
foreign land to get away from what 
many of them considered a criminal 
venture. 

It may well be that many of our 
thoughtful and patriotic people begin 
to consider the returning draft dodg- 
ers as the real heroes who dared to 
express their honest convictions by 
acting accordingly. f 

Amnesty, no. Just invite them all to 
come back home with apologies for 
having caused them so much inconve-
